tain I ſbewed the ſilk which was loſt to the

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priſoners. When I miſſed the ſilk I looked 
all round the ſhop to ſee if I could find it, 
but to no purpoſe. I ſent round to the pawn. 
brokers to deſire them to ſtop them if they 
came to pawn it. I heard nothing of it. 
On Tueſday laſt I met the priſoner Pro- 
thero, in St. Giles's ; I followed her and ſaw 
her go into a publick-houſe. 

Had you ever ſeen the priſoners before the 
morning they came into the ſhop ?——Nor 
to my recollection, They were about twenty 
minutes in the ſhop. I took ſo much notice 
of them, that I could not be miſtaken in 
their perſons, I went into the publick- 
houſe. There was James Hide, one of the 
runners of the Rotation-office there ; I gave 
him charge of her.

were not lighted. I puſhed open the parlour 
door, which was neareſt the ſtreet, and there 
ws 2 fire in the middle of the floor; it 
burned up as I opened the door. 

Did you find any body in the houſe ? —— 
Nobody at all; but there were people lived 
in the nouſe then, but who they were I did 
not know till afterwards.” After we got the 
fre out, and examined particularly, we 
found that it had burned the boards for about 
2 yard ſquare z. they were entirely conſumed, 
and the joiſt burnt very much; the fire had 
been put under a box, which was turned bot- 
tom upwards ; there was ſome cheque and 
woollen rags, and ſome paper under the box 
Mr, Tuppen has them.

When the man found that no one came, he 
went down the ſteps, made his obeiſance to 
the _ and pointed to the door, and then 
retired. 


Have you any recollection how that man 
who you ſay had a better appearance than the 
reſt was oreſſed? I think he had on a dark 
brown coat and a round hat, but I cannot be

ſuch an m_—_— upon me, that I did not 
take notice, The mob approached about 


thirty in number, three a- breaſt, ſome with 


paving mattocks, others with iron crows 
and chiſſels; and then followed an in- 
numerable company With hludgeons; they 
ſeemed to be the ſpokes of coach-wheels ;

took place I applied my mind to the mob.

I am a carpenter and joiner, I live at 
No. 4, in Orange-court, two doors from 
Mr. Miles's houſe ; his houſe is the corner 
of Orange-court, King-ſtreet, Gellen- 
ſquare, When the alarm was given | was 
in bed. I got up and was in the ſtreet before 
there was any fire; there were about forty 
or fifty perſons collected together, but not all 
with blue cockades. This was after twelve 
o'clock on the Wedn:ſday morning. I ſaw 
ſome of the mob throwing out the furniture 
and the wainſcoting of the houſe, and others 
throwing it into the fire. I ſaw John White 
receive the furniture and wainſcoting out 
of the houſe and put it on the fi e; there 
were four or five fires made in King-ſtieet 
at that time. I obſerved a fire at the end of 
King-ftreet, Carnaby - market; I was afraid 
of Mr. Edward's houſe taking fire ; I went 
to aſſiſt him, and knocked at his door. Mr. 
Edwards came out; I ſaw White come with 
ſeveral lozds of furniture and wainſcoting 
and throw it on the fire very leiſurely ; he 
was not fo furious then as he was at firſt, 
What were the mob doing then ?— 
Throwing the furniture and wainſcoting out 
at the window. | | 

Did you know White before? — I have 
known him by ſight four or five years; [ 
am ſure he is the man. I itail there from 
half after twelve o'clock till near four in the 
morning, then the fie was out; the people 
in our houſe were obliged to give the mob 
money to ſave our houſe from being pulled. 
down. 

Was there any other houſe in that neiph- 
bourhood deſtroyed beſide Mr. Mites's ?!—— 
No. : 
There were ſeveral fires in King-wſtreet 
and one in Carnaby-ſtreet ?—Yes; that fire 
in Carnaby-ftreet was brought from King-

I went backwards and forwards; I did not

JOHN EDWARDS ſworn. 
1 am a pawnbroker in Carnaby-ftreet, 
Was you at Mr, Viles's houſe at the time 
the mob deſtroyed it ? | was. I obſerved 
White ſeveral times carrying effects, which 
had been threwn out of Mr. Miles's houſe 
into King-ſtreet, and ſaw him lay them on 
he fire ; and | ſaw him carry ſome and put 
them on the fire by our door; I never faw 
him in the heuſe; this was at about one 


o clock on Weiuneiday morning. 


Did you know him before? ——Yes. I 
knew him by fight ; I have ſeen him ſeveral 
times, 

How long did you ſtay there ? From 
one o'clock till the mob was entirely diſ- 
perſed, which was about four o'clock in the 
morning, 

How long did you ſee White employed in 
this manner ?—I cannot ſay how long, I 
ſaw him ſeveral times bring effects from be- 
fore Mr, Miles's houſe after they were thrown 


out. 
WADE PALMER fworr. 

I am a meaſurer and ſurveyor in Great Wind- 
mill- ſtrect, at the top of the Hay-market. 
] was at Mr. Miles's houſe at the time the 
mob were there; I believe I ſaw White 
there, but I cannct ſwear poſitively to him. 

WILLIAM COOK ſworn. 

I am a carpenter and furveyor, in Carna- 
by-market, 1 was at Mr. Miles's houſe 
about balf paſt twelve clock, waiting for 
the mob; I ſaw the priſoner White there; 
I'bad known him many years. As the mob 
threw the things out of Mr. Miles's houſe 
he brought them to the other end of the 
ſtreet and put them on the fire. I looked 
upon it at that time; that he was doing fer- 
vice to the neighbouring houſes, for the fire 


was ſo exceedingly great at the end of the 


ftreet where Mr, Miles lives, that had it 
been thrown upon that fire, it muſt have ſet 
the houſes on fire; as it was they were ob- 
liged to water the houſes. 

Did he appear to you to take the things 
from Mr, Miles's houſe to the fire, or from 


the fire by Mr. Miles's houſe to the other 
fire? He took them from before Mr 
Miles's houſe, near the fire, to the S vs 
fire; he ſeemed to do it gradually ; he knew 
us all, and knew we mult take notice of 
him; I cannot enter into what ideas he 
might have in doing of it, | 
WILLIAM ALT EN ſworn, 

I follow the buſineſs of tripe dreſſing, J 
live in Marſhall-ſtreet, Carnaby-market. 

Do you know Mr. Miles's houſe ?ﬀ] 
do; I was not there till about a quarter aſter 
two o'clock; when I came to the houſe 
there were I ſuppoſe fifty or ſix y people 
about the houſe ; ſome in the inſide flingin 
out boards of different kinds, and the hire was 
burning cloſe to the front of the houſe, but 
they came down ſo faſt that they lay in a great 
heap between the fire and the houſe ; and, 28 
Mr, Ccok has oufſerved, the people took it 
away to prevent its communicating to the 
bouſe. I ſaw both priſoners; I cannot ſay 
that White was at the fire; I met him in 
Croſs-ſtrect, which is about the middle of 
that ſtreet; he had ſome wood under his 


arm; he was walking in a very gradual man- 


ner; when he came to the hte, at the eaſt 
end of the ſtreet, he laid it on; I did not 
think he did it with that wicked deſign which 
I believe many there did. I ſaw Drew with- 
in the paſſage of Mr. Milcs's houſe, it may 
be three yards from the ſtreet door; it was 
then near three o'clock; | had been there 
ſome time; the mob were pulling down 
ſome boarding on the ſhutters and over the 
door. Drew did not act in pulling down; 
I only ſaw him in the paflage. 

Did you hear Drew ſay any thing or ſpeak 
to the mob ? | did not; I was at a dil- 
tance from him but I knew him very well 
before; I loſt him almoſt immediately atter 
I had ſeen him. | 

THOMAS TAYLOR fern. 

I am between fourtern and fifteen years 
old.
